Whee « king commenced his reign, a small iso- 
lated hill of rock was fired upon for bis tomb, and 
a chamber excaveted in it, with « passage commu- 
niesting with the surface. Around and over this 
course of masonry was bailt in « four-sided figure, 
converging at the top, in genera! of limestane, but 
in four inetanece of sun-dried brick , aad if the death 
took plece during the year, this was immediately 
cased over, and thus a small pyremid formed. Ii 
the king !ived a second year, another course of stone 
or brick was added, end so on anpther and another, 
till, as in the case of the Great Pyramid, the solid 
materials thus piled ever the chamber in the rock 
would suffice for the construction of a city. “The 
Pyramid contiewed te be increased every yeer until 
the death of the king in whose reign it was erected, 
fresh courses added each year of his life. 
When the king died, the work of enlargement ceas- 
od, and the casing wee paten the pyramid. This 
was done by Gilling up the angles of the masonry 
with smaller steoes, and then placing oblong blocks 
one upon another, so as to form steps from the base 
te the apex ; after which, beginning at the top, and 
working downwards, these stones were bevelled off 
at the corners, se as te form one uniform angie, and 
give a smooth surface to the pyramid, leaving «

Twice be did as directed, but the th ri time 
intreduced a startling variation ; swinging his whip 
im a wide cirele, be dashed his heres at a point of 
the line of soldiers round the place of exercise, broke 
through it, and wes far on his way te the open fields 
in an instant, untouched by the volley of baile sent 
after bim. These ewineberds (or kenasey) are 
generally Servians; their weapon is a small axe, 
with o rather long handle, called fokosoch, and they 
throw it with soch dexterity that at eighty or one 
hundred paces they rarely miss a man, and the blow 
is almost always fatal, as the Austrian army sur- 
geons can testify. The fishermen are employed in 
constracting bridges in their own manner, on a sort 
of tubs, in a style which the Austrians at first ridi- 
enled exceedingly, but, though rude, they were 
effective, and pat together in a very short time, and 
have proved of the grestest use in the Hungarien 
operations.
